Galveston, Tex., August 17 — Effects 
of the terrific West Indian hurricane 
which swept through the Yucatan 
channel were felt on gulf coast point*, 
when the wind re*rh*d a velocity of 
seventy miles an hour and alarm was 
felt for the safety of various ports, 
notably Galvetton, concerning which 
disturbing reports were circulated 

The Galveston *et wall built a* a 
precaution against such hurricanes, 
withstood the fury of the storm and 
showed no sign* of weskenlng. The 
storm struck the city late in the fore 
noon at a velocity of thirty-four miles 
an hour During the'ds the velocity 
of the wind Increased t - ninety miles 
an hour, blowing In a northeasterly di- 
rection. 

Six thousand persons have fled the 
city, although the exodus of frightened 
Inhabitants was said to have ceased. 

Water from Galveston bay Is being 
driven Into the lower part of the city 
along the wharf front. .

The National Reform Association, 
moved by a deep sense of the diffi- 
cult i.s ami »latiK»'i s which beset our 
public srh.s.ls. .-specially in their 
bearing on tbe interests of morality 
ami religion, lias recommended tbat 
a day in September, every year, he 
observed as a .lay for ipOcleM ami 
united prayer in belialfof Ibe public 
ami pruale Ml Is of tbe tinted 

Stales. 

Tbe second Sabbath of September 
was im-st appropriately designated. 
The schools are opening. the 
churches are tilling, the Sabbath 
Schools are rally itie-'. How can the 
years work be bolter introduced 
tin,,, b> pia>ing for the children and 
youth? The day is meant lo con- 
centrate the ordinarily loose think- 
ing about the scbools so that there 
may be more praying and the pray- 
ing more intelligent. There will 
be notices and preludes from some 
pulpits ami staled discouses from 
others. Sabbath Schools will feel 
their affinity with the theme and 
its treatment instinctively, and the 
Young Peoples Societies (in which 
there are „tways so many teachers 
and pupils will be quick to show 
sympathy. Can there be anything 
greater importance than that 
younger and older, teachers, 
parents and pupils should come to 
feel the close and vibrant unity ex- 
isting between scl I life and 

church and home life? 

The magnitude of I he moral and 
spiritual interests involved in this 
vast work of education, or affected 
it, commend this suggestion to 
Christian citizens. For more 
than seventy years the Day of 
Prayer for Colleges has been ob- 
served by the Christian people in- 
terested in these institutions, and 
incalculable results for good have 
been voiic bsafed in answer to these 
prayers.

peal. There is a multitude of Chris- 
tian teachers, superintendents and 
school officers, unselfishly desiring 
to do their best for the moral wel- 
fare of their pupils and burdened 
often with a sense of (heir responsi- 
bilities, who will be greatly helped 
by this sympathetic

moreover, will ennoble j n the 
minds of many less thoughtful 
teachers the work to which th.v 
have been railed, will inspire them 
with new and higher motives and 
set a worthier aim before them thru 
all are arduous labors of the follow- 
ing year.

The growing of some annual crop 
between the trees during the first two 
or three seasons following the plant- 
ing of an orchard, as an aid in meet- 
ing the cost of maintenance during 
the unproductive age of the trees, is 
frequently regarded by the grower as 
an economic meaaure.

The relative mar 
ket value of different crops should, of 
course, govern the selection to some 
eitent. It should always be seen, how- 
ever, that whatever is chosen must 
not Interfere with any of 
tlons required 
the trees. 

Muikmelons, beans, peas, cabbages, 
tomatoes and other truck crops are ex- 
tensively grown In this way In differ- 
ent sections. Potatoes are sometimes 
used, but they are suitable only when 
the crop can be so managed that the 
digging of the potatoes will not 
amount to a late cultivation, which 
may be attended with undesirable re- 
sults.
